competitive ■ service by- or pursuant to statute or hy the Commission 
under Stctisn #i, i of .Rule 4, i.e. , positions listed in Schedules A, B, 
end . , The ■appointment authority of this Agency is derived from the 

■ e-sir&i Intelligence genc.y Act of 1949, Public Law 11.0, ftlsi Con-
